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well received at Rome, the eldeſt Son of 
the Chevalier de &. George having 
ſtudied for ſome Years every thing he 
thought requiſite, to furniſh himſelf for 
an Expedition of this Nature: But per- 
haps it had not taken Effect ſo ſoon if 
his future Secretary Mr Furt ay had 
not re ported to him that it was cafy 


to raiſe the Clans, if he could be ſure 


of any Aſſiſtance from France. At this 


very Time the Spaniards were employ- 
ed in driving the French into a War 
declared againſt us; and Cardinal Aqua- 
vi da, being let into the Secrets of the 
Chevalier's Intellizence. undertook that 
his Catholick Majeſty ſhould make a 
Point of this Ike wiſe, and oblige Frauce 
to take a Part in this Scheme, and 
grant Prince Edward ſuch Succours as 
might appear requiſite for carrying his 
intended Invaſton into immediate Execu- 
tion. But upon Application to the 
Court of Verſailles, many Difficulties 
aroſe ; for ſeveral of the French Min- 
iſters being perſuaded they had already 
more upon their Hands than they could 
well manage, ychemently oppoſed adding

a new and expenſive Project, to thoſe 
with which they were perplexe before. 
But there were three Perſons in the

but refolv'd to procure that Step to be 


| taken, without Formality, by the In- 
terpoſition of Cardinal Aqua viva, that 
they might -af:erwards be able to diſa- 
vow it. B Ac- 
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Accordingly this Method was taken, 
and Cardinal Aquaviva ſollicited the 
Chevalier to conſent to his eldeſt Son's 
ſetting out even before a formal Invi- 


tation came from Paris; — for he was 


ſatisfied, that notwithſtanding any Ap- 
pearances, the great Men at Court might 
wear, they would be very glad to ſee 
and aſſiſt the young Man, who, on his 
Side, was fo deſirous cf ſhewing himſelf, 
and 1o confident of Succeſs, that he never 
left teazing his Father, (whoſe Experi- 
ence made him leſs fanguine,) 'till he ob- 
tain'd his Conſent; but this was not till 
he had certain Advice from France that 
they were meditating an Invaſion on 
England, which was in the Winter of 
1743, and then he enter'd on the neceſ- 
ſary Preparations. It was the Month 
of Februar, 1744, before every Thing 
was ready and the neceſſary Remittances 
fixed, in Cate he ſhould think proper to 
act upon his own Plan of going into 
Scotland, inſtead of landing with the 
French Troops, who were on the Point 
of embarking when he left Rom. The 
Manner of his Departure, which was 

cntirely 
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entirely in the Italian Strain, and his 
Tourney to Genoa, where he took up 
{ome "Bills of Exchange, which were 
duly paid, made a fine Italian Piece — 
which was preſented to all the Friends 
of the Family at Roms. 


On his Arrival at Paris he was very 
coldly received, more eſpecially by the 
Miniſtry; and the King ſeemed a little 
ſurprized at the Abruptneſs of his Ap- 
pearance. But notwithſtanding this, 
ſome of the Miniſters and the Relations 
of his Family, welcomed him in another 
Manner, and perſwaded him to go and 
parade at Dunkirk, where they were 
ſtill carrying on the Farce of an In va- 
ſion; in which he was brought to act 
his Part, but not without Reluctancy. 
This threw him in ſome Meaſure out 
with the French Court, who left him 
to mind his own Scheme and Projects, 
without any apparent Countenance, all 
the next Spring, 


By this kind of Management, he ſplit 


his own little Party into. Factions, who

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were as warm in their Debates, as furi- 
ous in their Conteſts, and as much ſour'd 
in their Opinions, by theſe different Sen- 
timents about the Meaſures he was to 
take, as if that all their Projects had not 
been alike empty and chimerical. 
Thote who follow'd him from Rome 
were abſolutely moulded by his Inclina- 
tions, they were perfect Courtiers, had 
nothing to loſe but their Lives; and 
by having experienced a long Scene of 
Misfortunes, were grown in ſome Mea- 
ſure careleſs about them. They mag- 
nified the Project, extolled the Courage, 


and hoped mighty Things from the For- 


tune of their Chief; his very Perſon was 
an Army, and his Preſence ſufficient to 
make a whole Nation revolt. The old 
Chevaliers, W o had remained long in 
Exile in France, and were heartily weary 
of the Ulage they had met with there, 
ran very eaſily into the ſame Way of I 
thinking, and were eagar for entering up- 
on Adtion. But the wiſeſt Heads, and 
greateſt Men among them, were in 
Sentiments directly oppoſite; they ſaid, 
he ought well to conſider his firſt Ex- 

pedition, 
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pedition ; for if he fail'd in that, it would 
never be in his Power to make anther ; 
that risking his Perſon was nothing in 
Compariton of risking his Friends; "and 
that every Meaſure he took tow ards raiſ- 


Y ing an unſucceſsful Rebellion, was a Step 


in favour of his Enemies. The latter 
Party were ſo much in Earneft, that they 
vo tr to the trench Court, to deſire 
they would interpoſe; and received a 
Promiſe to that Effect. The French Mi- 
niſters began now to be well pleaſed 


to ſee Things take this Turn, hoping 
W hc would make a deſperate Attempt him- 


ſelf, at much leſs Expence then if abet- 


ted by them ; perſwaded, that whether 


ſucceſsful or not, he would do their Bu- 
ſineſs, and create ſuch a Diſturbance in 


Britain as might affect its publick Cre- 


dit. 


In Pubkck therefore, and even under 
their Hands, they oppoſed and diſcoun- 


tenanced his Scheme for an Invaſion, 
but privately applauded it, and expreſſed 


a vaſt Confidence in the heroick Diſ- 
poſi tion ot the young Pretender, and 
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made no Scruple of ſaying, That by 
venturing upon ſuch an Exploit, he 
would ſurprize his Friends, amaze and 
confound his Enemies, and put the King 
and his Miniſters under a Neceſſity of 
owning aſſiſting and ſupporting him for 
ever. Thus they managed, cheated, and 
betrayed both Parties. 


The Arrival of the Pretender's Son 
in France could not but give great Rea- 
ſon to ſuſpect that ſomething was me- 
ditating there in his Favour; nor was 
it long before there appear'd evident 
Signs of an intended Invaſion, though, 
as I have ſhewn, this perfidious Court 
pretended to have no Knowledge of the 
young Chevalier's Journey; and it was 
even ſuggeſted by the French Party in 
Holland, that M de Amelot was remov'd 
and difgrac'd, for having given the young 
Adventurer thoſe Hopes which drew 
him into France. 


However, in the Summer ofthe Year i 
1745 it was known that ſome Prepa- 
rations were privately making for an Ex- 

pedition 
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pedition in Favour of the Pretender; and 
tor that Purpoſe, an Officer in the French 
Navy raiſed a Company of one Hundred 
Men, under Pretence that they were for 


4 the Eiſt-India Company's Service, which 


were ſtiled Craſſins de Mer, and were 
handſomely cloathed in Blue faced with 
Red; (who we have ſince had the Plea- 
ſure of ſeeing Priſoners of War at Cr- 
life) They were put on board a Fri- 
gat carrying . eighteen Guns; and every 
Thing being now ready, the young De- 
puty Pretender came privately from the 
Houle of the Duke de Fitz James, to

14th of July he embarked with about 
Fifty Scotch and IJriſb, in order to have 
ſailed round /reland, and to land in the 
North-Weſt of Scotland.

He came over with 'the Pretender in 
1715, and went back again with him 


to France. When the late Rebellion 
broke out in 1745, he embark d with 


the Chevalier in his Expedition againſt 


Scotland ; where, though he was eighty 
Years of Age, he behaved with ſur- 
prizing Activity. As for young {= 
chiel he was never Abroad with his Fa- 
ther, but lived quietly at Home upon 
his Eſtate ; ; and it is ſuppoſed he knew. 
nothing of the intended Invaſion till after 
the young Pretender landed in ut land;

LuePs Town; to which it retains 
an Affinity of Sound, It was a flourithing City in 
the Time of the Romans; after whole Departure 
it was ruined by the Caledanians, &e, but in 680 
Exfrid rebuilt it, and walled it round, and after- 
Wards being almoſt ruined hy the repeated Incur- 
fions,” of the Danes, it lay about 200 Years in 
Ruins, till William Rufus rebuilt it, and planted 
a Colony of Southern Engliſh in it; to which 
Colony the firſt Tillage ever known thereabout 
iS by all Records aſcribed : He is ſaid likewiſe, by 
Camden, to have enlarged the Caftle, and forti- 
fied it with a ſtrong: Fortreſs, as it now ſtands in 
the North-Weſt Corner of the Town.

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The 27th they were at Carſtaue, 
Which is a good Thorough-fare Town, 
half Way betwixt Langaſtcr and Preſton, 
where the ſame Day I was going, but 
that I met with ſome Acquaintance at 
Lancaſter Town-end, who told me there 
was not a Poſlibility for me to pats that 
Evening, for. that the Road was full of 
ſtraggling Rebels, who robb'd all that

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as directed, I alighted at Capt, Gardner's 
at the R Oak, At my firſt ſetting 
out to reconnoitre the Rebels, I pu 
ed to pats and repaſs them in the Road 
in the Station of a Trader, going about 
my own private Affairs, for which I 
was pro i ed with Bills of Parcels, Let- 
ters of Orders, Sc. in Caſe I ſhould be 
iearch'e by them, to make it more eyi- 
dently appear I was the real Perſon pre- 
tended to be: But being advis d not to 
venture among them, leaſt I ſhould find 
it a great Difaculty to acquit myſelf of 
their Enquiry, as they might be too pe- 
netrating not to ſee through ſuch a Diſ- 
guiſe; and finding my Deſires could not 

be readily fulfilld this Way, I . reſolv'd 
to take ſome other Method, which ſhould 
be full as prejudicial as the former, vig.

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* Preſton or Pritts-Towwn, ſo call'd from the 
Religious, who were formerly here in great Num- 
lers. As it was firſt ornamented with the Beauty 
of Holineſs, to it you may add Female Beauty, 
with which it now ſhines, the Ladies being very 
agreeable, and a large Number of Gentry live 
here. This Town is ſituated on a clean, delight- - 
ful Eminence, having handſome Streets, and Va- 
riety of Company, who liking the Situation of the 
Place, are induced to board here; it being one 
ofthe prettieſt Retirements in England, and may 
for its Beauty and Largeneſs compare with moſt 
Cities; and for the Politeneſs of the Inhabitants, 
none can cxcel. Tis incorporated and govern'd = 
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the Magiſtrates ; but they would neither 
receive the Pritoners nor Letters, fear- 
ing the Confequence. of ſo'raſh.. an Un-

Church built in it, dedicated 
to St. Anne; and the Town is very much im- 
proved, by the building of a vety hand ſome 
vtreet of ſtately Houles, at the End of which the 
Rid Church is-ere&ted; Near this Church ſtands 
the Persbyterian Meeting-Houſe, which was 
pulled down by the Zacobite Mob at the Time 
of the Rebellion in the Year 1715, but was quick- 
ly rebuilt, and is now a very ſtately Structure, 
not mferior to any in London. This Town has a 
good Market Place and à modern Exchange, with 
many other elegant and magnificent Buildings.

* Penrith is a pretty Market Town, and I be- 
lieve may be reckon'd thezd Town for Wealth in 
the County of Cumberland. It is pleaſantly ſitua- 
ted on a good Soil, and vas fortified on the Weſt 
Side with a Royal Czftle, which in the Reign of 
Terry VI. was repaired out of the Ruins of Aa- 
burgh, a Daniſh Temple hard by, but is now in 
Ruins itſelf. It isadorned with ahandſome Church, 
and has a large Market-Place, where there is an 
Edifice of Timber, for the Uſe of ſuch as reſort 
hither to Market, garniſhed with Bears climbing 
up a ragged Staff, which was the Device of the 
Earls of I/ rer k. The Town is built of Red- 
Stone, from v hence it is call'd Penrirh, which in 
£ritiſh ſigniſies a Red- Hi, or Head. In the

The Rebels did not ſtay long at

they march'd from thence under the 
Command of the Right Hon. the Earl of 
Hume for Sterling. The City of Eain- 
burgh. alſo having received his Ma- 
jelly s Licenſe for that Purpoſe, raiſed 
oo Men for the King's Service; and 
the Earl of Loudon, with the Forbes 
under his Command, by marching from 
Inverneſs, oblig'd a Body of the Rebels 
to raiſe the Blockade of Fort-Auguſtus, 
which they had form'd under the Com- 
mand of the Son of Lord Lovat; and 
at the ſame Time the Mac lęods and Mun 
roes. ſcour d all the North of the Rebels 
as far as to within 12 Miles of Aberdeen. 
Such were the Tranſactions in South and 
North-b6ritam to the Cloſe of the Year.

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On the. 2oth of December, aſter the 
Rebels had paſs'd the Ec, they divided 
into two Bodies; the leſſer conſiſting of 
about 2000 Men, march'd to Zcclefeckon, 
where they ſtaid all Night, and the 
next Day march'd to Moff a! ; the larger 
Body of about 4coo, proceeded to An- 
nan, where they ſtaid all Night, ex- 
cept 500, who continu'd their March 
towards /2umfrics : The Report having 
reach'd thither- of the Deſcat of the 
Rebels near Lancafter, the Inhabitants 
of Dumfries being moſtly very loyal 
People, were preparing to fall upon the 
ditpers'd Rebels, as they had done at 
Kengal and Penrith: but to their Lols, 
they ſound that inſtead of a few Strag- 
glers v hich they expected on the 21ſt, 
the Body of J march'd into Uum- 
Jries — they lodg'd until Munday the 
23d, and imposd a Contribution on the 
Town. of 20001. Sterling, to be paid di- 
rectly; although this was remonſtrated 
againſt, as a Thing not only hard, but 

impracticable, yet it was peremptorily, 
inſiſted on; but at laſt, 11001. was ac-

The 
Rebels alſo inſiſted on 1000 Pair of Slioes, 
paid nothing for their | Quarters ; and at 
their marching off, order'd their Big- 

ge to be ſent after them ; and if any 
Perſon durſt preſume to moleſt any of 
their Stragglers, the Hoſtages ſhould ſafer 
for the Fault. 


They continu'd their March from 
 Drumlanerig to Glaſerw, at which City 
they arriv'd on the 25th, they being but 
a very indifferent Chriſi mac Box. to the 
Inhabitants, and many of them got it 
on the Side of their Head: In the mean 
Time, the Northern Rebels were moving 
towards Perth, under Lord Jobs Hrn 
mond, Lord Leuis G ardon, the Maſter of 
Lovat, and ſome other Chiefs; 10 that 
now it appear'd plainly their Deſign was 
to collect all their Strength upon the 
forth, in order to beſiege Stertisg Caſtle. 
This Body of the Rebels had ſome Ar- 
tillery, Ammunition and Money with 
them, which had been landed from on 
board tome Span iſ Privatecrs and brought 
U 2 from 
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from the Weſt-Coaſt to Perth, which 

they had fortified for a Place of Arms; 

they fitted out an arm'd Sloop there, 2 

they did the Hag ira, which they had 

taken, and a ſtout Privateer at Mon- 
176(e. 


The main Body of the Rebels, con- 
tinu'd ſeveral Days at Glaſeow, to the 
Sorrow of the Inhabitants of that City : 
It is natural to imagine that the Condi- 

tion of theſe People muſt be remarkably 
unhappy, as having the Enemy within 
gheir Walls, and many - Circumſtances 
ng their Situation, capable of fil- 
ling them with very affliting Apprehen- 
ſions; for in the firſt Place, this City 
had been always confider'd as the Head- 
Quarters of the Whigs in the Reigns of 
Charles and James II. and was thereby 
expos d to very indifferent Treatment; 
in the next, it has been always ſince the 
Revolution, and more eſpecially ſince the 
Union, the 'beſt affected Place in North 
Britain to our Eſtabliſhment ; and laſt- 
ly even fince the breaking out of the 


late Rebellion, N had not only ſhewn 
the 
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the greateſt Loyalty to the Government, 
in raiſing a Regiment for its Service, but 
had alſo march'd them to Vd nburgh, 
(and thereby left themſelves. defence eſs) 
for fear that the Rebels ſhould force them 
to disband it: Such was the ſtate of this 
Place at this critical Juncture, when the 
Mock Prince. enter'd it at the Head of 
his Forces and thereby had the Inhabi- 
tants at his Mercy. But, no Doubt, 
they were ſenſible of their Danger, yet 
they did nothing contrary to their Duty 
to deliver themſelves: On the contrary, 
they ſhew'd very viſible Signs of ſorro 
and Sadneſs; and the Chevalier, though 
he often appear d in Publick, was icarce 
attended ſo much as by the Mob. It is 
not. at all ſtrange, that the Behaviour of 
the Rebels, all things conſider d, ſhould 
be worſe at Glaſgow than at other Pla- 
ces; but ſo it was; they found themſelves 
in a very rich City, abounding in what- 
ever they wanted ; and therefore they 
conſider d it as a Magazine, and began to 
furniſh. themſelves with Broad-Cloth, 
Tartan, Shoes, Stockings and Bonnets, 
to the Amount of 10,0001, Sterling; ſo 
R's that 
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that by this Means the Pretender in a 
Manner new-cloath'd his Army, which 
prov'd a great Means of keeping them 
together; otherwiſe it is to be ſuppos d, 
many of them Wend have Getcertog.” 


On the 34 of Numer big gain 
their Buſineſs at Claſgou, glean'd up 
what they could, and enlilted about 90 
Recruits, then it was judg d Time to re- 
move, and accordingly they march'd that 
Day to Kilſyth. The Pretender's Son 
lay at Mr C — of $þzwfeld, near 
Kilſyth; order d his Steward to provide 
every Thing, and promis d Payment; 
but next Morning told him, that the Bill 
ſhould be allowed to his Maſter at ac- 
counting for the Rents of K1/ſy:hb, it be- 
ing a forfeited Eftate, The next Day 
they proceeded to annockburn, and 
on the th, having moſt Part of their

laſt Extremity; for as he had liv'd, he 
was determin'd to die a Man of Honour. 
Thus 
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Thus I have given you a Journal of the 
Rebels Proceeding, from their leaving 
North- Britain to Derby, and back again; 
only it is to be obſery'd in general, that 
the Roman Catholicks and Jacabites were 
yery Officious in throwing themſelves in 
their Way in the Towns and Villages as 
they march'd through, making low 
Bows; but the Rebels quite out- did them 
in Compliſance, for they ſtoop'd even 
to their Feet, and ftripp'd tkem of their 
Shoes, ſo that they left many of their 
Friends and others Bare- foot; and if 
Complaint was made to their Officers, 
their Anſwer was, If the Men want 
Sh1an, i e. Shoes, they muſt have them; 
The Town of Stirling is of no great 
Strength; for after ſome Time ipent in 
Treaty, it ſurrender'd and the Rebels 
enter'd it on the 8th; when having a- 
gain ſummon'd the Caſtle to as little 
Purpoſe as before, they took a final Re- 
ſolution of beſieging it in Form, with 
what Artillery they had; and according- 
ly put it in Execution. N

Rebels having got all the Cannon over 
the Forth, broke Ground on the fath, 
between the Church of Sterling and a 
large Houſe 'eall'd Mars Work, and 
was for ercQting a Battery there againſt 
the Caſtle: For this Purpoſe five large 
Pieces of Cannon were lying ready in the 
Market-Place, and three fmall ones were

Thurſday April ad, the Sheriff of 
Louao and Middleſcx, received a war- 
rant in a Letter, from the Duke of News 
c ie, for the Execution of Lord Lovat 
on Thur/day next, intimating that it 
was expected they would expoſe the 
Head at the four Corners of the Scaffold, 
as uſual ; the Sheriffs returned anſwer to 
his Grace, that as it had not lately been 
practis d, they deſired it might be inſer- 
ted in the body of the Warrant; Lord 
Tovat gave directions for the Interment. 
of his Corpſe in ocotland; his Lordſhip 
is attended by a Roman Catholick Prieſt 
(but is faid 70 be of the Perſuaſion of a 
{et of People in France called Jeeniſts 
who deny the infallibility of the Pope) 
his Lordſhip likewiſe defired, that Mr 
Baker a Romifh Prieſt belonging to the 
King of Sarainia's, Ambaſſador, might 
attend him and be in private till his 
Execution, which was granted. Orders 
were iſſued for 1200 Soldiers Horſe and 
Foot, to March at three in the Morn- 
ing to Tower-Hiill, to attend the Exe- 
cution ; his Lordſhip Petitioned his Ma- 


icfty that he might be executed after the 
Man- 
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Manner of the Scots Nobility, i. e. by 
an Engine, called a Maiden which falls 
with great Velocity, and at one blow, 
Seyer the Head from the Bod. 


Thurſday April gth, Between Twelve 
and Ore o'Clock, Simon Lord Lavat 
was belieaded on Zower- Hill, the Execu- 
tio er performed his Office at one blow. 
About an Hour before the Execution, 
the great Scaffold next the Bars on 
1oWwet-iHi!', being over loaded with 
Spectators, broke down, by which about 
Eiyhteen Perions were killed and many 
mote hurt, W oO died afterwards ; there 
. Were 420 People on the Scaffold ſo that

Life the like Fate followed him to the

Monday April 17th, Lord Lovat's
